Re Supermorse, if you load it onto your hard disc and then make a working 
copy onto 3.5 diskette, it will run from that also, but again the speeds 
may not be accurate as per their nominal speeds, you need to do a bit of 
guessing as to whether it is actually 8 wpm as you've set, but this does 
enable you to take it with you and run it in a DOS window or as a DOS 
program almost anywhere where you have access to a PC. 


The program almost invariably runs slow if you try to use it in this way, 
but then you find you're copying at much "faster" speeds, just don't get to 
believing it too much! 


Another prog that does well is Numorse, if you prefer a windoze prog. This 
also runs on the internal speaker, and has a virtual keyboard on screen, 
you use your mouse to move and click onto the letters/numbers as they come 
up.

I built a CPO many years ago using a piezo buzzer; it works great. 
Parts: 1 - PC piezo RS 273-065 2.99 
2 - 1/8" phone jacks (open frame open circuit) RS 274-251 3/2.49 
1 - 35mm film can with a hole in the bottom to let the noise out. 
Wire the whole thing in series so that the tip ends of the jacks and 
+ end of the buzzer are are lined up so that when power is plugged in (+ to 
tip) to one jack and the key is plugged into the other jack it buzzes. 
Power may be applied from a wall wart or what I do is use a nine volt 
snap connector with a two battery holder RS 270-382 1.29 or a 9 volt 
battery. 


The sound is adequate with three volts and bothersome to the XYL 
and dog at nine volts. 


"NOW YOU'RE TALKING" has a 555 oscillator with a printed circuit.

A couple weeks ago I shared the sad tale of the passing of my Kenwood TS-520 - 
a rig which I had used the last 22 years. At that time I asked for suggestions 
on a suitable used rig in the $600 range that would serve as a replacement and 
an upgrade. I was looking for a used rig with WARC bands, 160 Meters, QSK CW, 
General Coverage Receive, computer control, etc. 


The response from my friends here on QRP-L was amazing. Within 15 minutes I 
had a half-dozen replies. By noon the next day, I had received at least a 
couple dozen more Emails offering condolances and a lot of suggestions for 
suitable replacements.

I want to send a big THANK YOU to everyone who replied with suggestions, rig 
reviews, condolances, etc. I tried to reply to everyone, but I'm sure I missed 
a couple. In the middle of all this, the C drive in my home computer went out 
(it was a bad week for electronic things around here :-)). If you didn't get a 
reply, I apologize, but want everyone to know that I appreciate every reply I 
received. This is a great bunch and I'm proud to be part of it.

People of Earth, 


I replaced the NPO caps (BTW, NPO stands for Negative Positive Zero 

- it refers to the capacitor's temperature coefficient, i.e. it 
doesn't change value with temp....these are good in VFOs and the like 
ee someone did ask, right?)... 


Where was I? Oh yes, I replaced the NPO caps in the transmit output 
filters of the Sierra band modules that were giving low power output 
(less than 1W) with silver mica ones. It made no difference whatsoever 
to the power output. My conclusion is that the caps that QRP Bob ships 
(these days - it may not have always been the case...) with the band 
modules are fine and not too lossy at all. The problem lies elsewhere. 
I say, don't waste your money on SM caps just yet, give some of the 
other things a go first... 


I tried changing the value of the input resistor on the J310 FET from 
5.11K to 10K. Result: unstable with oscillation in the output stages 
at upper HF/VHF frequencies - highly undesirable. 


Tried lower values, but found 5.11K was the lowest value where the 
transmitter remained quiet - I guess Wayne did this test too, so 
that's where the "exact" value of 5.11K came from(?) 


Lastly, I tried squishing up the turns and opening them out on the 
output filter inductors. This had a BIG effect. I found that they 
needed to have a less inductance for much more output, so I rewound 
them with new wire and new cores with a couple of turns less. This 
proved to be a vast improvement. Can't remember the exact numbers, 
but now I have 1.5 Watts min. on all bands. I read of this mod 
somewhere in QRPp magazine (Norcal). YMMV ;-) 


Oh yes, and cleaning the gold edge connectors with a soft pencil 
eraser made a bit of difference too - give it a try if your gold 
looks a bit dim or dirty. Mine seemed to have some flux or some 
other film on them. 


I'm going to give the output transformer mod a go. Let you know 
how I get on. Also, I'm going to see about using an IRF510 in the 


output stage instead....

I know that for 80 meters the driven element should be about 
X/2=472/3.7 = 127 feet for a 1/2 wave antenna. Could an 1/8 or 1/16 
wave be used (about 32 or 16 feet)? Along the same lines, could I use 
127 feet of antenna wire and coil it around some PVC pipe or something? 
I know that all of this would degrade my performance, but I live in an 


apartment and would like to be able to make something portable for 
camping. I have the ARRL antenna book on order and will consult that 
to, so if there are pictures/instructions for similar antennas in there, 
just let me know and I'll find it. 


I don't know how much good a KnightSMiTe will do me for fox hunts from 
Utah, but maybe when I get everything going I'll talk to some of you on 
the air.

I would agree with that. During my stay in VK we went to various lodges 
etc and often just for one night. I used a 33 ft end fed with a 17 ft 
counterpoise and a small homebrew L-match/SWR (they can be made very 
small). It worked well with the wire just a few feet up. Supports vary 
of course and I often found there was only a small tree maybe 15 ft 
high. Even this worked well, several thousand miles per watt using the 
QRP Plus's CW. Best DX was VK5 to GM, say 12,000 miles. See my web page 
for more details. 

A good antenna with no ATU or earth required is the end fed 1/2 wave 
described on my web page - single bander but can be modded to 2 bands 
etc (web page again).

Gang: 


It has been over a year since my article on increasing Sierra power output 
was published in QRPp -- You do subscribe, don't you? 


This Module cap thing is getting out of hand! I conducted over 40 tests on 
Sierra power with some guidance from Wayne, and reported that the S.M. 
modifications made a minimal difference -- mostly on the lower bands where 
large capacitance values are required. 


If you are intent on replacing the original caps, be forewarned that on 80 & 
40M, the values are high enough where a "normal voltage value" of 300V won't 
fit on the module. So -- the dilemma is this: where a less lossy cap is 
needed the most, the values and resultant size are the largest. 


I personally think you would do just as well to replace the small caps with 
larger voltage ones, even in ceramic. I believe Dave Benson has also made 
some remarks about all of this in the past, and Paul Harden has also 
commented on usage of various capacitor types. Don't get hung up on silver 
mics! (Which aren't manufactured anymore -- but thats another story) 


NOW THE GOOD STUFF: 


As Dave Fifield noted in his post today, reworking the Xmit. Pi filters on 
the modules made a BIG difference in power output. 


Why is this? Wayne designed the Sierra to produce 2W, average, output. 
That was his design parameter. When we muck around to increase power, we 
changed his design. 


Dave Meacham, in QRPp Sept. 95. stated the problem well. "“ Output filters 
are designed for a specific termination, usually 50ohms....the proper 
resistive component of the load should approximate the collector-voltage 
squared, divided by two times the power." 


So...when we crank up the voltage, or increase the power output, the 
resistance changes....and it goes lower. One way to deal with this 
mis-match is to reduce turns on L5 & L6 to find the best impedance for a 
proper load to the final. The results, as both Fifield and I have stated, 


can be dramatic. The original work on this mismatch was noted by others in 
early 1995 and served as the starting point for my own tweaking experiments. 


Is this the best solution? No, probably not. But its the solution I 
originally reported. Wayne has always stated the proper solution is a 
matching transformer which replaces the rf choke feeding the final 
collector. I had already modified all my modules for maximum power output 
for "my components and voltage choice", and didn't want to start over from 
scratch -- so I didn't go back and pursue it, but others have. 


If you have not played with module output filter tweaking, then a much less 
time consuming option is the 4:1 matching transformer. Roy, AB7CE, 
published the results of his modification yesterday, and reported 5W on the 
lower bands, 4W on 30 and 20M, and 3W on 15 and 10M. (With a final change to 
an SK9618) . 


Vic Turner, on Jan 19th, posted a full explanation of building the step up 
transformer. "I simply removed the collector choke and substituted 10 
bifilar turns wound on a T50-43 ferrite core. This will step the 14.4 
collector z up to near 50 ohms! Also note that he had made other mods. to 
ensure adequate drive. His solution was driver replacement with a 2N5109. 
Other variations have been previously posted. If someone needs more 
details, I am sure he would be happy to reply. His address is: 
victnr@juno.com. 


On last word. If you made modifications, and still feel you are not getting 
"proper" power output, re-adjust BOTH the XMIT BPF and PMO BPF trimmer caps 
on each module for max. power out. Are you getting two peaks on the 
trimmers? If not, the combination of component is too far out of spec, and 
you have more work to do....

I received the boards that I layed out for the Herring Aid 5 Receiver Back 
to the Future project from Far Circuits this week. They are excellent 
boards, and thanks to Fred for doing such a nice job. Noticed that someone 
was building a simple receiver and I went to the web site to take a look. 
The receiver was quoted as costing about $20 - $30 to build. When you get 
done, you have a crystal controlled receiver. I think a better way to go is 
to build the Herring Aid 5, NorCal Back to the Future version. You can see 


the schematic on the NorCal or NJ web pages, and the boards are available 
from Far for $7.50 plus $1.50 S&H for up to 4 boards. The parts are all 
readily available from Mouser and Dan's or Buckeye. The cost will be about 
the same, but when you finish you have a direct conversion receiver that 
will give you 100 kHz of coverage on the 40 meter band. A much better deal. 
Glen Torr, VK1FB did the updating of the Herring Aid for NorCal, and his 
article will be in the next issue of QRPp and QQ. 


When I ordered the Tuna Tin 2 and the Herring Aid 5 boards from FAR, Fred 
mentioned that he received numerous requests for the 49er, which we did as a 
kit a couple of years ago. He asked permission to sell the board and I gave 
it to him, as I did the artwork. There was a question on the list about 
Rev. A & B. The only difference was in the amount of ground plane. The 
parts did not change. If you are interested in building a 49er, check with 
FAR Circuits for the board. He is now authorized by NorCal to sell the 
boards. NorCal does not receive any type of royalty, we have given the full 
rights of the board to Fred, as we want to keep him in business, we need 
him. 


I also see postings from the newbies about the cheap rigs and what to get. 
Guys, you have to understand something. The $25 rigs that are available, 
the Pixie, Pixie 2, Foxx, Tixie, Smite, 49er etc. are all "fun" little rigs 
that are capable of making a contact, but I certainly would not depend on 
them for a full time station rig. For that, I believe you will be much 
happier with one of the better kits sold by the various companies, the 
NorCal 40A, the OHR100A, SWL Green Mountain and SWL series, the ARK 40, the 
Emtech rigs, the GQ40 sold by Kanga, etc. All of these radios are in the 
$60 to $150 range. 


The purpose of the "cheaper" kits and rigs was to let a guy get his feet 
wet, see if he could build a working radio, without investing a lot of 
money. The Smite kit currently offered by the Knightlites is a perfect 
example. The reason that it was kitted was to give guys the exposure to 
surface mounted contruction techniques. It is a marvelous success. Many, 
many of the people on this list had never ever built anything at all when 
they first came aboard. They got their start with 49ers, 38 Specials, 
Pixie's , etc. then they moved up to the bigger and better kits, armed with 
confidence that they could succeed. This was by design. George Dobbs and I 
both agree that we love the simple little circuits that we publish. Why? 
Because so many get the opportunity to learn and build them because of the 
cheap cost. Once you have built one of the little radios. you have the 
tools to build a bigger and better kit. That is not to say that you have to 
go this route, but it is a way to test the waters. 


But I must also say that a $25 radio cannot be expected to compete with a 
$1500 power stroked, full bored, holly carbed, cam stroked, thig-a-ma-jig 
rig from one of the major manufacturers. It just won't happen. But you 
will learn how to solder, how to wind a toroid, what a capacitor is, how to 


tell the polarity of an electrolytic, the pin out of a transistor and an IC, 
how to zero beat a signal, the reistor color code, what a trim cap is, how 
to follow a schematic, and probably how to cuss. All for the price of a 
nice dinner. 


When you finish building the $25 kit you can make a contact with it. It 
does work. What a thrill it is to make a qso with a homebrew rig. It 
doesn't get any better. But, please be realistic with your expectations. 


Having said that, what rig do I recommend that you buy? I think that all of 
the guys in the market today manufacture wonderful kits. Emtech, Kanga, 
Wilderness, OHR, S&S Engineering, SWL all have great products. Soon HB 
Electronics will be in the mix with their 44 Magnum. I have seen the 
schematics and the improvements that they have made, and I am confident that 
this will be a rig that ranks with the rest of the above. It really doesn't 
matter which one you choose. All of the companies that I have mentioned are 
"good people", which is an old Kansas compliment of the highest order.

Been watching the saga of your search for the "nearly perfect" rig :-) 


One more consideration to muddy the waters. I believe you can never 
have enough selectivity. Still others prefer wider filters to keep a 
sense of what is going on around them. 


If you do use a sharp filter as a search criterian, remember it also 
increases the receiver stability requirement, and requires a dial/tuning 
mechanism that tunes more slowly. 

A filter with a wide/narrow switch or control would be best, as you 
would have a search capability, with the backup of narrow filtering when 
you need it. 


Just more food for thought.

go this route, but it is a way to test the waters. 


But I must also say that a $25 radio cannot be expected to compete with a 
$1500 power stroked, full bored, holly carbed, cam stroked, thig-a-ma-jig 
rig from one of the major manufacturers. It just won't happen. But you 
will learn how to solder, how to wind a toroid, what a capacitor is, how to 
tell the polarity of an electrolytic, the pin out of a transistor and an IC, 
how to zero beat a signal, the reistor color code, what a trim cap is, how 
to follow a schematic, and probably how to cuss. All for the price of a 
nice dinner. 


When you finish building the $25 kit you can make a contact with it. It 
does work. What a thrill it is to make a qso with a homebrew rig. It 
doesn't get any better. But, please be realistic with your expectations. 


Having said that, what rig do I recommend that you buy? I think that all of 
the guys in the market today manufacture wonderful kits. Emtech, Kanga, 
Wilderness, OHR, S&S Engineering, SWL all have great products. Soon HB 
Electronics will be in the mix with their 44 Magnum. I have seen the 
schematics and the improvements that they have made, and I am confident that 
this will be a rig that ranks with the rest of the above. It really doesn't 
matter which one you choose. All of the companies that I have mentioned are 
"good people", which is an old Kansas compliment of the highest order.

Got so many requests on this, Putting it on the list. 
Change the rf choke feeding the collector of the final(L10) to a 4 to 1 
impeadance ratio transformer. I used the same core material,-43, as the 
original choke, but used a 0.5 instead of a .37 inch diameter core.Wind 
with 12 bifiliar turns of #24 wire. Form a center tap by connecting the 
start of one winding to the end of the other winding. Connect the tap to the 
finals collector. Connect one of the other ends to the 12volt line and the 
last lead to the input of the low pass filter. I installed in same location 
as old choke. One lead to C46 on top side left lead as viewed from front of 
rig. Center tap to hole for collector trace. Other lead to hole near C45. 
IMPORTANT: installing in original position as I did requires cutting the 
trace at C46 to collector, isolating C46 only. 
You can use a MRF237 and sink it in original position. I used a RCA SK9618, 
which has the emitter as the center leg and mouting tab. Since the final has 
emiter to ground, no insulator is needed to heat sink directly to back of 
cabinet with a little heat sink paste. There is a convenient ground at PCB 


to solder emitter to, so only two leads are needed to go to base and 
collector. The MRF237 will run hot, but you can beacon with the SK9618 and 
maybe gets warm. I used a 500ohm pot to the rear panel, to replace the drive 
control as described in the Sierra manual. I notched a hole big enough for 
the two wires to it to run under the board. I ran the two transistor leads 
on top. You will need this control to back off of 6 to 7 watts on 160,80 and 
40 meters, or to run at low current levels. With control peaking drive at 
about 90% I get 3 watts out on 10 and 15 meters and 4 watts on 20 and 30 
meters. All band modules original. The SK9618 is the RCA replacement for 
MRF260. Also ECG342. Same specs all around, but got SK for $4.25.

My friend Bruce Muscolino reminds me that the MFJ series of CW monobanders 
are, for all practical purposes, the Littlefield QRPxx rigs. True, you can't 
buy a Littlefield QRP20 or other QRPxx rig in kit form anymore, but you can 
buy one all built for you, any day you like by calling up MFJ! Indeed, 
Littlefield colaborated with MFJ in the production of this rig. It is 
delivered in the same size (approximately, anyway) case, and of course, it 
works like a charm. The MFJ still retains that little relay ‘for T/R, so it 
isn't QSK, but it is stable at full 5w output, unlike the Radiokit. They 
licked that problem. And to be honest, the MFJ version of the QRPxx is 
probably as functional, and its receiver is as good as most of the QRP 
transceivers out there except in the higher price range. 

So, just as birds are really modern dinosaurs, the MFJ CW rig is a modern 
Littlefield QRPxx.
